ada are enjoyed in close proximity to its 

least wintry large city, Vancouver, which 
possesses within the boundaries of {le suburban 
districts the climatic differences which ordinar 
ily are found in places separated by $0 degrees 
of latitude, for the change in climate found ov 
the summits of the mile-high mountains shelter 
ing Vancouver harbor duplicates what prevails 
2,000 miles nearer the North Pole. ‘Thus, even 
in midsummer the thronged bathing beaches arc 
distant only ap hour by auto from mountain tops 
atill crowned with most of the winter's 20 or Su 
feet of snow, and it is common enough to bear 
a person indulging in snow sports say that hie 
reason for stopping was his wish for a swim in 
the shimmering waters of English Bay three 
four or five thousand feet below the snowy 
écene 

These are real mountains, more rugged an 
steep than they appear from below, many of the 
slopes too precipitous for the devotees of snow 
shoes, skis and toboggans. But on these amazin: 
snow-inclines the initiated enjoy sensations not 
differing essentially from those of falling hun 
dreds or even thousands of feet, and without the 
usual disastrous stop that ends a parachute-less 
descent. By fay the most important equipment 
for this highly exhilarating sport of becoming 
a human toboggan is trousers wel! reinforced 
where the most wear may be expected; then a 
slope is chosen ag precipitous as is dictated by 
the person's discretion, or lack of it, as the case 
may be. Jt is highly desirable to continue 
shooting down the incline feet first, but the 
natural balance of the body exerts a marked 
tendency towards traveling head first, so no 
small amount of adroitness is called for to avoid 
a spill, which, besides spoiling the slide, may 
drive a mb full length in the snow and result 
na serious wreneh or dislocation. 

Sometimes it is possible to descend two o1 
three thousand feet with little or no interrup 
tion, but there is always uw certain amount of 
risk of hitting a thinly covered rock, enag or 
block of ice fallen trom above, or there may be 
a cliff unsuspected from above-a wise person 
will not start down an unknown slope, of course. 
Only a skilled mountaineer should indulge in a 
sport with so many chances of disaster for the 
unskilled, but the 6killed mountaineers are dis 
tinetly in the minority, and so frum time to lime 
sertous or fatal accidents oveur,
